CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 
Claims 1-83 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
copolymer- Although isoolefin/alkylstyrene copolymers are well known in the art (see examples of Webb et al. US 6,444,768, and 
Powers et al. US 5,162,445), the prior art has not described such a copolymer which reports the required sequence distribution 
described by F, m and A. In view of the fact that the claimed polymers were described in the specification to have been made by a 
method which differs from those of the references (primarily by the use of hydrofluorocarbon solvents), it cannot be concluded that 
the required sequence parameter values are inherent in the copolymers described in the cited references. 

Claims 1-83 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
